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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The election requirement between the species is withdrawn. 

2. Claims 1,3, 5-9, 11-16, 21, 24 are allowed. 

3. Claims 2, 4, 10 have been canceled. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 17-20, 22-23, 25-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

There is no clear antecedent basis for "said biasing member" of claim 17, lines 1- 
2 in that claim 16, line 2 recites "a biasing member" and also claim 1, lines 14-16 
includes "a biasing member". 

Re claims 22-23, there are no clear antecedent bases for "said biasing member" 
of claim 22, lines 1-2, claim 23, lines 1-2 since "a biasing member" is recited in claim 1, 
lines 14-16 and claim 16, line 2. 

With respect to claims 25-27 there are no clear antecedent bases in the claims 
for "said biasing member of lines 1-2 of each of claims 25-27 in that both claim 24, line 
4 defines "a biasing member" and claim 1, lines 14-16 also recites "a biasing member". 

6. Claims 17-20, 22-23, 25-27 will be allowed upon correction of the claim 
indefiniteness noted above. 
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7. Applicant's argument on patentability are convincing for the reasons clearly set 
forth in applicant's response. Note, however, column 8, lines 45-46 of Forster which 
states that the intermediate tube may be "floating". 

In Forster, although the pressure tube 33 may be floating, the newly added 
feature of the "biasing member ... assembly" of claim 1, lines 14-16 is not obviously 
encompassed by Foster in the manner claimed in claim 1 , lines 12-18.
